3. We are faced with an emasculated 
form of religion. Emasculated religion is 
a sign of the times. Paul said that “that 
day shall not come unless there be a falling 
away first.” By some, our Lord is robbed 
of His deity; the Bible is robbed of its 
authority, and we are told that you and I 
can be saved by our own efforts—salvation 
by character rather than salvation by the 
blood of Jesus Christ. 

Now there isn’t much that you and I can 
do about any one of these three conditions 
found in the world at large. 

II. But I want to talk to you about some 
conditions that we can do something about. 
I want to speak of some specific conditions 
within the church that we can control, at 
least to some extent. 

1. In the first place we are faced with a 
loss of members from many of our 
churches. In some places there are more 
Pentecostal backsliders in the town than 
there are Pentecostal people within the Pen- 
tecostal churches. We have lost some of 
our members through their necessity of 
having to move away. Others have gone 
to be with the Lord. Some have left our 
fellowship to go into other fellowships or 
communions. It is absolutely unnecessary 
for anybody to leave our fellowship to go 
into any other fellowship. I shall say more 
about this later. 


2. Let me speak now of some of the 
spiritual conditions that obtain in our 
midst. 


I believe that there is a great lack of 
prayer among us as a Pentecostal people. 
Somehow or other we imagine that we are 
going to be carried along on the momen- 
tum of the revival that started thirty-five 
years ago; that we can get along through 
the year on the momentum of the camp 
meeting. The truth is, we can only suc- 
ceed as Christians as we partake of Christ 
daily, and the best known means of doing 
so is through faithful daily communion 
with God through prayer. 


There is among some of us a loss ot our 
first love, and we are substituting works 
for the pure love of Jesus Christ. It is not 
a question of whether or not we are presi- 
dent of the Women’s Missionary Council, 
or District Superintendent, or what office 
we hold, but the question is whether or not 
we love Jesus with all our heart. Then, 
too, some of us have lost our passion for 
souls. I believe that many of us are at 
ease in Zion while men go to perdition. 
The older I get the more it is impressed 
upon me that we pass this way but once 
and this is the only time we have to win 
men and women to Jesus Christ. One 
thing that characterized our movement 
from the beginning was the passion to win 
souls to Jesus Christ.

Again a move was 
made to a tent on Twenty-sixth street near 
Broadway, and finally the present building 
was obtained at 13th and Market streets, 
formerly the First Christian Church, 
erected in 1884. 

For some time the group was known as 
the Temple Baptist Church, but on Feb- 
ruary 15, 1932 the church became affiliated 
with the General Council of the Assemblies 
of God and the name Temple Church was 
adopted.

Many faithful pastors served as shep- 
herds, the first being Rev. T. R. Gale. He 
was succeeded by Dr. Charles E. Ross of 
New York who for thirteen years minis- 
tered to the church.

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The Conacientious Objecton 


By Ernest S. WILLIAMS 


Many are wondering what attitude should be 
taken by Pentecostal believers in the event war 
should come to this country. Our General 
Superintendent answers many questions on this 
subject in the following article condensed from 
The Pentecostal Evangel. 

The definition of the conscientious ob- 
jector as given in the “Pacifist Handbook” 
is as follows: 

“In the broader sense, a conscientious 
objector is any person, whether called to 
military service or not, who refuses, because 
of his firm convictions, to support his 
country in the conduct of a war, or to 
profit, directly or indirectly, from the war. 

“This definition includes some who 
would not repudiate every war, and who 
believe there may be worse evils than war. 
They may be willing to fight or give other 
assistance if the nation is actually invaded, 
and some would help other peoples who 
are similarly attacked. But they reserve 
the right to decide in their own conscience 
whether the cause merits their support. 

“To describe their objection as ‘con- 
scientious’ is to say that their opposition 
is not based on either physical or intellec- 
tual indolence, or want of patriotism, or 
cowardice, or the desire to evade responsi- 
bility or danger.” 

This definition of a “conscientious ob- 
jector” is rather flexible, and gives the indi- 
vidual considerable freedom in determin- 
ing his course of action. The complete 
“pacifist,” however, takes the position that 
war is wrong; therefore, under no circum- 
stances ought one to do anything to 
further war. Some have declared that one 
ought not to engage in hospital work, re- 
construction of destroyed property, or to 
work in a factory or elsewhere which is 
policed by men in military uniform. 

The Assemblies of God may well be 
classified among the “conscientious objec- 
tors.” It is doubtful that it could be clas- 
sified among the unqualified “pacifists,” 
since it is pledged to “assist the Govern- 
ment in time of war in every way morally 
possible.” Its Article on military service 
which has been made a part of its Consti- 
tution and By-Laws reads as follows: 

“While recognizing human government 
as of divine ordination, and affirming our 
unswerving loyalty to the Government: of 
the United States, nevertheless we are con- 
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strained to define our position with refer- 
ence to the taking of human life. 


“We as followers of the Lord Jesus 
Christ, the Prince of Peace, believe in im- 
plicit obedience to the divine commands 
and precepts which instruct us to ‘Follow 
peace with all men’ (Heb. 12:14), ‘Thou 
shalt not kill’ (Ex. 20:13), ‘Resist not 
evil’ (Matt. 5:39), ‘Love your enemies’ 
(Matt. 5:44), etc. These and other scrip- 
tures have always been accepted and in- 
terpreted by our churches as prohibiting 
Christians from shedding blood or taking 
human life; therefore, we, as a body of 
Christians, while purposing to fulfill all 
the obligations of loyal citizenship, are 
nevertheless constrained to declare we can- 
not conscientiously participate in war and 
armed resistance which involves the actual 
destruction of human life, since this is 
contrary to our view of the clear teachings 
of the inspired Word of God which is the 
sole basis of our faith. At the same time 
the General Council hereby declares its un- 
swerving loyalty to our Government and 
to its Chief Executive, and we purpose to 
assist the government in time of war in 
every way morally possible, consistent with 
our faith.” 


No man has authority to speak for the 
General Council of the Assemblies of God 
further than the General Council itself has 
spoken. Any additional advice must be 
regarded as from the individuals and not 
from the General Council. What is here 
written is for the purpose of helping our 
youth in their decision, should our nation 
be called to war, which we hope may never 
be, with a desire that it may assist them in 
forming clear convictions and seeking a 
course that would be in harmony with their 
conscience. 

Some societies, such as the Church of the 
Brethren, feel it to be “not consistent with 
their historical position for members to 
accept any service within the ranks of the 
army, or to work under the Red Cross or 
the hospital service, if under military di- 
rection.” A few have gone so far as to 
refuse to keep the camp clean where they 
were quartered because they were super- 
vised by military men. Against such posi- 
tions as those cited above let us think of 
the opportunities for helpful Christian

WHY | AM A TITHER 

1. Because tithing puts God first in 
my budget and brings me real happiness 
in money matters. By setting aside at least 
a tenth of my income to the cause of Christ 
I begin to keep books with God, budgeting 
and systematizing the part that remains as 
well as the proportion that is set aside for 
God’s use. 

2. Because tithing is a fundamental 
principle having its origin in the mind and 
will of God. It is not casual but causal, 
and every neglect of this principle retards 
Christian growth. Tithing is not a legal- 
istic whip to drive me to pledge money, but 
a great Christian principle to lead me to 
grow in grace. 

3. Because tithing helps me to avoid 
coveteousness which has been designated 
“The sin we’re afraid to mention.” It walks 
with its head up today. If I put God first 
in my money matters, setting aside at least 
a tenth, it makes it easier for me to conduct 
my daily business on principles of honesty, 
integrity, industry and the Golden Rule. 

4. Because of what tithing does to me 
in developing Christian character and loy- 
alty to Christ and His church. Budgets, 
and programs, and goals, and standards 
and organizations are secondary. My pri- 
mary reason for tithing is my own spiritual 
need. Therefore, I serve God with mam- 
mon instead of trying to serve God and 
mammon. 

5. Because it releases my spiritual re- 
sources for Christ’s use in kingdom exten- 
sion. Pentecost is always just around the 
corner for me. But the coming of Pente- 
cost with my life and through my life 
awaits my unblocking the channel. Un- 
consecrated money blocks God from using 
my life. 

6. Because tithing releases money for 
kingdom purposes. It makes my produc- 
tion of money a part of God’s plan and my 
daily occupation is elevated to a holy serv- 
ice. This principle establishes Christian 
equality among all church members re- 
gardless of degree of wealth.

Sometime ago an ocean steamer was 
afraid to pursue its course because of a 
dense darkness that settled down upon it. 
While the captain knew his location yet 
he hesitated to go ahead for fear he would 
strike another ship in the dense fog. So 
they sent out the SOS call which was 
picked up by the nearest coast guard sta- 
tion. The station experts examined the 
charts and found that the weather was 
clear over that part of the ocean where the 
ship was lost. Then they wired back to the 
ship: “You are lost in your own fog; full 
speed ahead.” 

An examination of the ship was then 
made, and it was found that the smoke 
from the ship had settled down over it in 
such a way as to almost hide the ship in a 
dense cloud. The crew had neglected look- 
ing after the furnaces, and instead of the 
smoke going out at the smokestacks and 
blowing away, it was mixing with the 
heavy atmosphere and smothering the ship. 
The ship’s trouble was with itself. 

Now a life may be like that. It is easy 
for one to neglect something in his life and 
get lost in his own fog and never reach his 
intended goal. 

Sunday School teacher, full speed ahead!

Chapter 6. The First Six Seals 

The careful student will readily obsery 
that the first six seals of the seven- -sealee} 
book are very clearly separated from hy 
seventh seal, and that what takes plac 
under the seventh seal is recorded in muck 
greater detail than is that which takes 
place under the first six seals. Some would 
have us believe that the first six seals wil 
occupy the first half of Daniel’s seventieth 
week, and that the seventh seal will bo 
broken at the middle of the week, the sever 
trumpet judgments and the seven vials fol. 
lowing the breaking of the seventh seal anc 
including within their range the last hal 
of that seven year period which we com: 
monly speak of as the tribulation, the las: 
half being the great tribulation. This, ix! 
my Opinion, is wrong. | 


In order that we may properly undert 
stand Revelation it is important that we 
see that what we have under the bakin 
of the first six seals is a summary, an epi 
tome, a brief outline, of all that is to take 
place during the tribulation, and that undet 
the breaking of the seventh seal we are 
given in greater detail what under the firss 
six seals we simply have a summary or out: 
line of. The seventh seal includes the sev: 
en trumpets, and the seventh trumpet in: 
cludes the seven vials or seven bowls. The 
sixth seal therefore leads us up to the time 
of the end; the same thing is true of the 
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enth seal, and of the seventh trumpet, 
d of the seventh vial. The very next 
ng on the divine program is the mani- 
tation of the Son of God, the second 
ige of the second advent, commonly 
dken of as the revelation, the first stage 
ing the rapture which is scheduled to 
<e place before the tribulation. 


Until I was able to get this understand- 
x of Revelation it was impossible for me 
understand the book; the book was very 
gely an enigma, a Chinese puzzle. This 
erpretation does not harmonize with that 
many interpreters of the book, but the 
reful student will see as we proceed that 
acceptance of it makes clear what other- 
se is difficult or impossible to understand. 


I. The First Seal 


Verses 1, 2. Antichrist. He will be in 
wer at the very beginning of the week. 
he Thessalonian Christians to whom 
iul addressed his Second Epistle believed 
at they were already in the tribulation, and 
tul besought them to “be not soon shaken 
mind, or be troubled, neither by spirit, 
ic word, nor by letter as from us,”—evi- 
ntly a letter Paul had not written but 
at purported to have come from Paul had 
en received by these Thessalonians—“as 
at the day of Christ is at hand,” or, is 
ww present, or hath come. 2 Thess. 2:1. 
he word rendered “is at hand” is enes- 
eken and it means “is now present” or 
rath come.” Mark the verses that fol- 
w. Paul makes it clear that as long as 
e revelation of the “man of sin” has not 
ken place it is evident that the tribulation 
1s not begun. The revelation of the “man 
“sin,” or, the Antichrist, will mark the 
ginning of the tribulation period. 


Many interpreters of Revelation have 
lieved that the White Horse Rider that 
> read of under the breaking of the first 
al should be identified as Christ, and they 
ive so identified him. But what we have 
‘re is not the beginning of Gospel con- 
1ests; what we have here is the beginning 
divine judgments. When Dr. James 
, Gray wrote his “Synthetic Studies” he 
entified this Rider on the White Horse 
‘Christ, but at a later date, after he had 
ore thoroughly studied the subject, he 
‘ote his “Christian Workers’ Commen- 
ry,” and in that he says, “The author 
\w considers it more consistent to identify 
m with the ‘man of sin,’ and at that par- 
‘ular period of his career when, at the 
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beginning of Daniel’s seventieth week 
(Dan. 9:24), he takes the power into his 
hands as the head of the federated nations 
of the Roman Empire.” 


The Greek words kai blepe rendered 
“and see,” not only here, but in verses 3, 
5, 7, are not found in some of the best 
manuscripts and it is believed had no place 
in the original text, and are consequently 
omitted in both the R. V. and the A. R. V. 
The word that is rendered “come” is thir- 
teen times rendered “go” in the A. V., and 
Bullinger believes it should be so rendered 
here. But whether rendered “come” or 
“go” the meaning is the same. Antichrist 
cannot go “forth conquering and to con- 
quer”; neither can he come as the “man of 
sin” until permission is given. And such 
permission will not be given until after the 
rapture of the saints shall have taken place. 
Here one of the Living Creatures, acting 
in the capacity of an executive of the 
throne, is represented as giving permission. 


II. The Second Seal 


Verses 3, 4. War. Red is the color of 
blood. It is distinctly stated concerning 
this Rider that “power was given to him. . . 
to take peace from the earth, and that they 
(i. e., the inhabitants of the earth) should 
kill one another: and there was given unto 
him a great sword.” It is interesting to 
note the fact in these days, when the na- 
tions of Europe have begun a fratricidal 
conflict, that the earth’s inhabitants cannot 
kill one another in war until permission is 
granted. God, who orders all things after 
the counsel of His own will, grants permis- 
sion for nations to go to war only when He 
sees that through such terrible national or 
international throes His own divine will can 
be wrought out and His name glorified. 


Antichrist will doubtless come in peace- 
ably, but the peace that will be hailed by 
the world as the beginning of the golden 
age, under the dictatorship of the beast, 
will be of short duration. This war will 
doubtless exceed in its terrific character 
any war that has been waged, or is being 
waged. 


III. The Third Seal 


Verses 5, 6. Famine. Famine usually fol- 
lows in the wake of war. There was a ter- 
rible famine in Russia after the World War. 
Thousands perished. A writer who went 
through the country reported that he saw 
freight trains with flat cars that were 


stacked high with dead bodies that were 


being carted to a place where they were 


piled in great heaps, oil poured over them, 
and then burned. The measure spoken of 
here contains a little more than a quart. 
The rider represents the conservator of 
food stuffs. Food stuffs are being conserved 
in Germany at the present time. There are 
certain kinds of food that the people are 
allowed to have only half of the usual por- 
tion. Under Antichrist a laboring man will 
be able to purchase with his day’s wage 
only food enough to sustain his body; his 
wages will be insufficient to purchase food 
for his family; his family will have to pro- 
vide their own food, or starve. This is 
the terrible picture that is here drawn by 
the inspired artist of the time of the end.

Then we are face to face with another 
situation, namely the loss of some of our 
fire and zeal. I would rather a thousand 
times go to extreme along some lines than 
to dry up. It was when we had so-called 
extremes that God worked among us. I 
want to go on tecord as saying that I have 
no mental reservations concerning this sub- 
ject. I believe in the power of the Holy 
Spirit; I believe in men and women being 
slain by the power of God; I believe in the 
manifestations of the Holy Ghost. I would 
that the power of God might come upon 
us and sweep over us and through us just 
now. We are becoming too “nice.” We 
are getting to be “just so.” You tell me 
this‘morning that if we are too free in the 
Spirit we will drive folk away. But it is 
a sure thing that with our formality we are 
not getting folk in. 

3. We are faced also with the fact that 
there are wars and fightings among us. 
Why? James 4:1 tells us that such came 
from our own lusts, our selfish wills, the 
desire to have our own way. It is easier 
to live in the flesh than in the Spirit. You 
have to fight to live in the Spirit, but there 
is no fight to live in the flesh. There is a 
law of sin in our members that causes us 
to prefer our will to the will of God. 

This whole business is a matter of give 
and take. Everyone of us is under the 
authority of someone else. When someone 
says, “Bless God, no one is going to be 
over me,” that displays ignorance of the 
Scriptures. The Word of God teaches 
that the younger are to submit to the elder, 
and all of us are to be subject one to an- 
other in the Lord. Furthermore, unfo:- 
tunately in some of the assemblies there are 
some that cater to the party spirit, drawing 
off in little groups for prayer meetings. We 
are not cliques of twos and threes—we are 
ONE in Christ. 

We have these terrible things we call 
splits. Some churches hardly get over one 
trouble until another comes along. A 
church never has a division but that some- 
body goes to hell. Some think the work 
of the District Superintendent is only the 
work of a trouble shooter; that he is to be 
kept busy running about trying to settle 
troubles. It seems that Barnabas might 
have been a district superintendent, but as 
in Acts 11:22-23, he was not sent to Anti- 
och to settle difficulties, to hear tales, to 
stop squabbling; he went to Antioch 
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to observe their welfare in Christ, and 
when he arrived he found the grace of God 
among them, and “exhorted them all that 
with purpose of heart they should cleave 
unto the Lord.” He saw the grace of God, 
and, rather than sitting up until past mid- 
night to hear about the troubles in the 
church, he had fellowship with the saints of 
God at Antioch, went to bed happy and 
slept like a baby instead of lying awake 
for hours worrying about trouble-makers. 

4. I think sometimes that we have been 
sidetracked in two ways. In the first place 
there seems to be among some a desire to 
be cantankerous about questions of no 
profit. The Word of God plainly teaches 
us to shun old wives’ fables and endless 
geneologies and questions to no profit. It 
seems to me that we ought to avoid all un- 
necessary disputations, agreeing among 
ourselves that “in essentials we must have 
unity; in non-essentials, liberty; that in all 
things, charity.” If someone does not 
agree with you, you need not become can- 
tankerous or unpleasant with him. Re- 
member, he’s your brother! 


Second, there is another way in which 
we “have missed the bus” as someone re- 
cently put it, and that is in regard to the 
concept we have about the purpose of our 
blessings. It seems to some that the only 
reason we get together is to get a blessing 
and to go away happy. That’s all right 
but that doesn’t go far enough. God said 
to Abraham, “Get thee out. . . . I will bless 
thee, and thou shalt be a blessing.” We 
are blessed in order to be a blessing to 
others. 

Some are hiding their gift because they 
have been criticized. Some are hiding their 
gift because of mental uncertainty. We 
are a richly endowed people. We who are 
blessed and gifted must use these endow- 
ments in definite service or else we shall 
find ourselves as those who are “all dressed 
up and no place to go.” 

Many have lost their vision, having 
lapsed largely into a state of inertia. I am 
not indicating us all but it is so in many 
cases; we have become lazy. The result 
is that certain other Pentecostal movements 
are coming into some of our towns and 
they, having more zeal, fire, and passion 
for souls than we have in some cases some 
of our people are drifting into these other 
movements. There is no necessity for these 
people to leave our assemblies and go else- 
where. God has blessed us; we believe in 
a full gospel message and ministry. Let 


us awake from slumber and arouse 0; 
selves to a fresh seeking after God, 
He come and revive us again. We « 
profit even from the situation I have |} 
scribed if we are willing to do so. Jj 
fighting competition will not solve « 
problem. i 

III. How shall we meet the present cht 
lenge? 

1. We must be willing to open our ey 
and face facts as they really are. Th 
are also some who substitute wishful thir 
ing for reality. Ostrich tactics won’t doy} 
any good. Some of us like the legend 
the ostrich, bury our heads to hide fre 
facts. | 
2. We need to stir ourselves out of af 
lethargy and inertia. Some say the Ha 
Ghost has to do that, but that is not 
according to the Bible.

3. We need to get away from mispla 
emphasis concerning our blessings. Th 
must be service-centered instead of se:

bling about things that do not really me 
ter among the brethren in the ministry. 

5. We can make the party spirit an 
cliques unpopular among us by keepir 
the objective of unity before us. By op, 
spirituality we can condemn the troubl 
maker and make him unpopular among u 
Let me illustrate: We are a modest peopl 
If a Pentecostal sister should come iii 
the tabernacle with her dress above he 
knees and cut so low as to be immora:

he differs, frankness, and humility. He 
can overcome the inclination to be self-cen- 
tered and can show an interest in the for- 
tunes of his fellows. He can be firm in 
his convictions without being offensive to 
the man who cannot agree with his point 


- of view. He can endure’abuse without be- 


coming abusive. To those who are reason- 
able he can set forth his reasons.” 


Should one be conscripted he may be 
sure that his position will be tested. Able 
arguments will be presented to convince 
him that it is his duty to take up arms. 
It may be that he will suffer at the hands 
of others until they are convinced that he 
is conscientious and not merely a “slacker.” 

It is important that one know how to 
speak as well as to act during a time of 
war. According to the Espionage Act of 
June 15, 1917, “Whoever, when the United 
States is at war, shall wilfully make or con- 
vey false reports or false statements with 
intent to interfere with the operation or 
success of the military or naval forces of 
the United States or to promote the success 
of its enemies and whoever, when the 
United States is at war, shall wilfully cause 
or attempt to cause insubordination, dis- 
loyalty, mutiny, or refusal of duty, in the 
military or naval forces of the United 
States, or who shall wilfully obstruct the 
recruiting or enlistment service of the 
United States, to the injury of the service 
of the United States, shall be punished by 
a fine of not more than (sic) $10,000 or 
imprisonment for not more than twenty 
years or both.” 

Whatever may be the individual decision 
of the conscientious objector he must re- 
member that none of us can entirely avoid 
being a part of the war program if war 
comes. Surely he would not wish, in the 
interest of showing his aversion to war, to

his own nation, and thus a helper to the 
enemy. His decision is so serious that now,
